Dall'Argine shows in Figure 2 a star-shaped conveyor 1 for conveying containers 
between machines having a plurality of indentations 7 located between spaced plates 
29 and 30 and vacuum is applied to hold the containers in the indentations. 

Re claim 4, the containers are held in place over a predetermined arc. 

Re claims 5 and 6, it is inherent and well known to have either a separate drive or 
common drives for know machines. 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
